Civil war days entitled "The Father,' 
which was adjudged the best of 1,391 
niiiuuscripis suhmitted 
by authors 


from every- slate In the L'nion and 
several foreign countries. 


Another prize of JfL'5,000, which was 


to have been given for the best novel 
submitted by a man, goes unuwarded 
because none of the manuscripts sub- 
mitted by nira. iv::.-> considered good 
enough.
